An analysis of mevement of export by ports 
shows that in the exports of corn several of the great 
ports on the Atlantic and Gulf are gaining upon New 
York and that the movement from the grain fields 
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towards the seaboard is apparently being more gen- 
erally distributed than formerly. 











WILLIAM A. PRENDEGAST, in an address before 
the Credit Men’s Association at Rochester, N. Y., 
Jan 12, laid stress on the need of a subsidy shipping 
bill for the resuscitation of American shipping. He 
declared that in the five years, '93—’'98, the tonnage 
of new vessels amounted to 880,100 tons, while during 
the same period the loss from wreckage, etc., 
amounted to 960,000 tons or a net reduction of 80,000 
tons in our tonnage in five years, 











AmonG the noteworthy facts of general interest is 
the remarkable increase during the year in the volume 
of railroad business. This increase has been so great 
and to an extent so unexpected that many carriers 
were not prepared for the unusual demands upon their 
facilities. As a rule their equipment Las been taxed 
to full capacity and often found inadequate for the serv- 
ice required. This of course has brought a substan- 
tial addition to the gross and net revenues of nearly 
every road in the country, and greatly reduced the 
numbers of railroad failures. 





Ir is a matter of common knowledge that vast 
schemes of railway control are now in process of con- 
summation, and that the competition of rival lines is 
to be restrained by these combinations. While this 
movement has not yet found full expression in the 
actual consolidation of railroad corporations, enough 
has transpired to disclose a unification of financial in- 
terests which will dominate the management and har- 
monize the operations of lines heretofore independent 
and competitive, This is today the most noticeable 
and important feature of the railway situation. If 
the plans already foreshadowed are brought to effec- 
tive results, and others of similar scope are carried to 
execution, there will be a vast centralization of rail- 
road properties, with all the power involved in such 
far-reaching combinations, yet uncontrolled by any 
public authority which can be efficiently exerted. 








Senator Sewell, of New Jersey, deserves the 
thanks of the American people for putting his foot 
down on outrageous abuse of the franking privilege. 
That elastic quantity known as senatorial courtesy al- 
lows members to print old essays of all kinds as public 
documents and to have them franked through the 
mails to the people at large. Sen. Pettigrew, of 
South Dakota, went through the form the other day 
of asking unanimous consent of the senate to have an 
article written by a certain Prof. Frank Parsons on 
the public ownership of utilities printed as a public 
document and referred to the Committee on Interstate 
Commerce so that it might accompany a bill now pend- 
ing on that subject. To the surprise of Pettigrew 
and his brother senators, who look on senatorial 
courtesy as a sacred fetich, Sen, Sewell had the com- 
mon sense to object, stating that if any articles of this 
character have anything to commend them to the 
people of the United States they will appear in the 
public prints and magazines, as the publishing world 
are anxious to secure able articles on any subject. 
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ln the thirteenth annual report of 


Report of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
Interstate the general public dissatisfaction with 
Commerce __ the present Interstate Commerce law, 
Commission. as expressed in resolutions adopted by 


various national organizations com- 
posed of business men, manufacturers and farmers, 
and by the National Convention of Railroad Com- 
missioners is pointed out. At a conference held 
in Chicago in November last, and attended by 
representatives from a number of national associa- 
tions of manufacturers, merchants, millers, and other 
branches of trade, a bill embracing the more impor- 
tant amendments which have been recommended by 
this commission was, after discussion of each feature, 
formally approved as the measure which would best 
meet the requirements of business and commercial in- 
terests. Such a movement on the part of associated 
producing and shipping interests, representing it is 
said an amount of invested capital exceeding the ag- 
gregate capitalization of all the railways, is in itself a 
clear indication of the popular demand. The query 
suggests itself whether continued failure to perfect 
the regulating statute on reasonable lines will not 
soon result in an irresistible demand for the most 
radical and drastic legislation.

Faults of declare our present system of credits 
Credit faulty, and are decidedly of the opin- 
System, ion that the present method of obtain- 


ing the standing of firms could be im- 
proved. There is little question but that one of the most 
important features of business today, if not the most 
important, is the proper administration of the credit 
department. If the credit clearing house scheme, as it 
is called, worked as well in practice as in theory, and 
could gather into the list of subscribers all the large 
wholesale houses of the country at large and guarantee 
that they would agree to furnishit with all the informa- 
tion at their disposal, the question would be solved, 
but at present this looks to be impossible. In the 
first place, no one can guarantee that a certain big 
house will give out all it knows about a certain party. 
For private reasons it may be carrying him along, and 
it well knows that if this circumstance were common- 
ly known its chances of ultimately getting back its 
money would be seriously damaged. No house under 
these circumstances would be justified in giving it out 
to the business public, and, furthermore, none would. 

The main feature of success in credit reporting 
lies in the cooperative feature of the undertaking. If 
big business houses in every section of the country 
could be brought to understand that a large propor- 
tion of their success—or failure—depends upon cer- 
tain and detailed information in regard to the business 
dealings and standing of their customers, a first-class 
system of credit reporting need not lack for subscrib- 
ers—they will come to them, and they will tell their 
friends if they are suited. But it will take time and 
money to establish this system, and it will take the 
best men that can be engaged to place the matter be- 
fore possible subscribers. Cheap men will not do. 
The actual, essential information that can be furnished 
is the only method of estimating its value to business.

In looking over a Cleveland, Ohio, paper the other 
day I was greatly interested in a steel range adver- 
tisement contained therein that centains an idea 
worthy of widerattention than it has received from re- 
tail hardware dealers. This advertisement says: 

‘If it is good business fora capitalist or business 
man to buy stocks, merchandise or real estate when 
prices are low and make a profit on the rise in values, 
how much more business like it is for a workingman 
to buy what he needs when prices are low, and save 
the advance.” 

‘*You have the same advantage in buying here that 
the capitalist has when he invests a small margin of 
his Own money and borrows the rest from a bank— 
only the bank charges interest and we don’t.” 

‘‘Pay us a small margin to bind the bargain and 
the balance as you are able—you not only profit by the 
rise in prices, but you have the use of the goods while 
paying for them.”’ 

‘If you need a new steel range or intend to start 
housekeeping soon it will pay you to buy this month 
and take advantage of the special sales.”’ 





Following this is a schedule of prices and the 
weekly payments required, The argument about buy- 
ing now and profiting on the advances that are pretty 
certain to come is an old one to the dealer as he has 
heard it with great frequency from those of the trav- 
eling fraternity who have sojourned his way; but as 
an argument for the dealer to use in influencing con. 
sumers, this potent and logical reason for immediate 
buying has been largely neglected. . If dealers drilled 
into their trade the idea of their profiting by the rise 
in prices, business would be even better than it has 
been the past year,

LEONARD CLEANABLE REFRIGERATORS 
FOR 1900. 





The Grand Rapids Refrigerator Co., Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich., send us a very pretty volume showing their 
Leonard Cleanable refrigerators for 1900. This firm’s 
refrigerators are all made of ash or oak and finished in 
rich antique. All trimmings are solid bronze. They 
have made a complete change of style for 1900. The 
former heavy sunk carving is changed to dainty de- 
signs in raised carvings. The bottom and back of the 
case is now paneled as well as the front. 

The Leonard system of refrigeration consists in 
discharging partially cooled air into the ice chamber. 
This results in a great saving of ice. The inner walls 
of the warm air flues which are removable and are 
constructed of galvanized iron are kept cool by the 
ice in the box. This offers a condensing surface to the 
ascending warm air and partially cools the air. All 
vapor condensed here runs down the iron and is caught 
by the bottom of the ice box whicb projects beyond 
the iron for this purpose. The air is next passed over 
the ice, where it is again condensed and cooled. 
Thence it is passed under the false bottom where it is 
further condensed to the centre, where it passes to 
the provision chamber, pure, dry and cold, falling to 
the bottom and forcing the warm air up into the ice 
box to be again condensed and purified. The air 
ascending from the provision chambers is condensed 
or dried by contact with all these cold surfaces just as 
air condenses on the outside of a pitcher filled with 
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ice water. This condensation purifies the air. The 
shelves in the provision chamber of this refrigerator 
are stamped and rolled from one sheet of galvanized 
iron. The Leonard ice rack is made entirely of heavy 
galvanized iron. The arched centre which covers the 
flue leading to the chamber below is so constructed as 
to assist in the purifying condensation.

The head, as shown in the drawings, is to 
be made out of No. 18 gauge iron. The pipe 3 is 8’ ’
